CHICAGO REJOICES 

WINDY CITY UNITES TO WITNESS HOMETOWN SENATOR TAKE OATH OF OFFICE

President Obama’s inauguration was a com- 
munal event in Chicago and across the nation, 
as people came together in schools, offices 
and public squares to watch the ceremonies 
from chilly Washington, D.C. 

Obama completed his oath of office about 
five minutes after ii a.m. Chicago time. For 
many, it was a shared moment of great emo- 
tion. 

“I feel pride,” said Dangelo Williams, 12, 
who watched with classmates from the South 
Side school where First Lady Michelle Obama 
was once a student. “I think he’s going to try 
whatever he can to change America.” 

In Hyde Park, which considers the new 
president one of its own, it was difficult to find 
a public spot that wasn’t filled with excited 
crowds Tuesday morning. The line snaked out- 
side the Valois restaurant on 53rd Street, where 
a breakfast special is named after Obama. 

“It’s a beautiful transition. I don’t think 
anything else could be better. {Obama} has 
the attributes to make the world a better 
place,” said Keith Young, 76, a retired welder 
from Roseland. 

Amid a gentle, sporadic snowfall, about 300 
people gathered in Pioneer Court, just north 
of the Chicago River in the shadow of Tribune 
Tower, to watch the event on a large TV 

“I wanted to be with other people, just to 
share in the collage of humanity,” said Mary 
Jo Kortum, 70, of Lake Geneva, Wis., who got 
up at 4 a.m. to get downtown. She stood with 
Rosalie Kipka, 62, of Bridgeport. Bundled 
against the cold, with a red, white and blue 
scarf thrown on as a final flourish, Kipka said 
when Obama spoke: “He makes the hair stand 
up on my arms.” 

In the crowd were people from Germany, 
Ireland and Canada. A father brought his 7- 
year-old son to witness the crowd and the his-

As Obama completed his oath, cheer- 
ing students in the auditorium at Jefferson 
Middle School in Villa Park jumped from 
their seats. 

The students then listened to the begin- 
ning of Obama’s speech with great serious- 


ness. When he touched on themes of equality 
and making America great, there were smiles 
and more applause. 

Cheers also filled Room 303 at Bouchet 
Math and Science Academy, where Michelle 
Obama spent the 8th grade. 

“I think it’s kind of cool because she was a 
regular little kid and now she’s the first black 
first lady in the White House,” said Nadya 
Woodhouse, 12. 

Thousands of people from Chicago and 


Illinois weren’t willing to watch history unfold 
on TV Some had been planning their trip to 
Washington for months, but Chet Terry, 56, of 
Naperville decided over the weekend to make 
the trip. He flew in Monday and planned to 
leave later Tuesday 

Terry, who is African-American, grew up in 
a segregated Virginia. 

“I never expected it, absolutely not,” Terry 
said of a black man becoming president. “Just 
seeing how far people of color have come.”

WASHINGTON As former President Bush’s 
helicopter whisked him from the Capitol 
over the throngs of people on the National 
Mall, he leaves the presidency with the 
lowest approval rating of any president 
except Richard Nixon, according to a new 
New York Times/CBS poll, which put Bush’s 
final rating at 22 percent. 

On his last day as president, he had 
a typical morning at the White House, 
according to departing White House Press 
Secretary Dana Perino. He spoke with 
outgoing Secretary of State Condoleezza 
Rice and other aides, then took a walk 
around the White House grounds. 

He returned home to Texas, stopping first 
at a celebration in Midland and then on to 
Waco and his nearby Crawford ranch, mct

HISTORY TO ROUSE 
NATION IN TURMOIL

WASHINGTON 

President Obama, 
calling on Americans 
to embrace “a new 
era of responsibility,” 
delivered an inau- 
gural address sober 
in its recognition of 
the crises confront- 
ing Americans, yet 
soaring in its call to 
service. 

Obama, sworn in 
Tuesday as the 44th 
president of the U.S. 
outside the Capitol 
before a crowd most- 
ly filling the National 
Mall along its entire 
1.9 miles, focused not 
only on the economic 
crisis but also a crisis 
of confidence that 
he said can be over- 
come only through 
a renewed national 
resolve for greatness. 

“What is required 
of us now is a new 
era of responsibility,” 

Obama said in a long- 
anticipated and large- 
ly self-crafted inaugu- 
ral address, “a recog- 
nition, on the part of 
every American, that 
we have duties to 
ourselves, our nation 
and the world, duties 
that we do not grudg- 
ingly accept but rather seize gladly, firm in the 
knowledge that there is nothing so satisfying 
to the spirit, so defining of our character, than 
giving our all to a difficult task. 

“This is the price and the promise of citi- 
zenship,” the newly inaugurated president 
said under a sunny sky on a cold, wintry day 
before hundreds of thousands of people. 


many of whom had begun gathering in the 
frosty pre-dawn hours. 

“On this day,” Obama said, “we gather 
because we have chosen hope over fear, unity 
of purpose over conflict and discord.” 

Barack Hussein Obama, born in Hawaii 
of a mother from Kansas and father from 
Kenya, is unique in American history: The 
first African-American president of a nation 


once riven by slavery and racially segregated 
by law for decades. 

At 47, Obama is not the nation’s young- 
est chief executive— former Presidents 
Theodore Roosevelt, John Kennedy and Bill 
Clinton were younger when they took office. 
But the Democrat from Chicago, a lawmaker, 
constitutional lawyer and onetime communi- 
ty activist, has united young and old with his 


call for “a new declaration of independence” 
from divisiveness. 

Obama enters office at one of the most 
challenging junctures in modern history: In 
the midst of the worst economic crisis since 
the Great Depression, the nation also is at 
war on two fronts. 

“We remain the most prosperous, powerful 
nation on Earth,” Obama said. “Our workers

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OUT IN FORCE 

A record-setting crowd filled Washington for President Obama’s inauguration Tuesday, surpassing 
by most estimates the mark set when 1.2 million people are thought to have watched Lyndon B. 
Johnson take the oath of office in 1965. Early indications were that close to 2 million people may 
have journeyed to the National Mall and surrounding areas. The hometown Washington Post 
reported a crowd of 1.8 million, tribune 



are no less productive than when this crisis 
began. Our minds are no less inventive, our 
goods and services no less needed than they 
were last week or last month or last year. Our 
capacity remains undiminished ...” 

“Starting today” he said, “we must pick our- 
selves up, dust ourselves off and begin again 
the work of remaking America.” 

Within his first month in office, the new 


president is expected to ask Congress to 
approve an $8oo billion economic stimulus 
package that promises more than 3 million 
jobs in the next few years. 

“He is going to be counting on the American 
people to come together,” said retired Gen. 
Colin Powell, an Obama supporter who also 
served as secretary of state under former 
President George W Bush. “We all have to do 
something to help the country move forward 
under the leadership of this new president.” 

Among the many who packed the National 
Mall was Gloria Washington-Lewis Randall, 
an African-American from Alabama who 
spent 2 V2 weeks in jail after a civil rights dem- 
onstration in 1963. “%u don’t really notice the 
cold out here,” she said. “It’s a warmness that’s 
coming up. Because no more will we be called 
black or white. We’ll be called Americans.” 

Obama enters office with a pledge for an 
orderly and responsible withdrawal of U.S. 
troops from Iraq after nearly six years of war 
that has claimed more than 4,000 American 
lives. At the same time, he supports an esca- 
lation of U.S. military force in Afghanistan, 
“the real front in the war against terror- 
ism.” 

And he pledged that the fight against 
terrorism— a pursuit that came to con- 
sume much of Bush’s presidency— would 
be won. 

For Obama, a Harvard-educated attorney 
who served less than one term in the Senate, 
the inauguration is the culmination of a dream 
that he himself has billed as “audacious”: A 
candidate with a “funny name” unknown to 
much of the nation just five years ago. 

By Election Day, Obama had amassed sup- 
port in enough states— including some that 
had long voted Republican, such as Virginia 
and Indiana— for an Electoral College land- 
slide. 

On Tuesday, Obama raised his right hand 
and swore to preserve the Constitution of the 
United States. 

“With hope and virtue, let us brave once 
more the icy currents, and endure what storms 
may come,” Obama said in his address. 

“Let it be said by our children’s children 
that when we were tested we refused to let 
this journey end, that we did not turn back 
nor did we falter, and with eyes fixed on the 
horizon and God’s grace upon us, we carried 
forth that great gift of freedom and delivered 
it safely to future generations.” 


For some, King’s dream 
closer to being realized

If the scene at the National Mall was an indi- 
cation, Rev Martin Luther Kingjr.’s dream, 
for one day at least, became a reality 

Nearly 46 years ago, during the March on 
Washington, King spoke about a day when 
people of all races, religions and nationalities 
would stand together equally On Tuesday, 
more than i million Americans of all back- 
grounds came together, putting the baggage 
of the past aside, and not only stood togeth- 
er, but also hugged, held hands and cried on 
each other’s shoulders as President Obama 
took the oath of office. 

“We know today that Dr. King and a great 
cloud of witnesses are shouting in heaven,” 
pastor Rick Warren said in the invocation. 

Ben Shelly the 65-year-old vice president 
of the Navajo Nation, said he was struck by 
how comfortable he felt surrounded by so 
many people he did not know But, he said, 
he felt as though they had a common bond. 

“It’s about time for this to happen. It’s 
about time America grew up,” said Shelly, 
who traveled from Thoreau, N.M. “Today 
makes me think that in eight years, it could 
be one of us, a Native American, up there.” 

Seated near them, Kelly Hall-Tompkins, 
37, and her husband, Joseph Tompkins, 39, 
both of New York, absorbed the moment. 
There was a time in America that it would 
have been illegal for the couple to marry in 
some states. She is African-American and 
he is white. 

“This is an enormous down payment on 


Dr. King’s dream,” said Hall-Tompkins. 
“Obama was able to bring all groups togeth- 
er, and not everybody can do that. He has 
brought out the angels in all of us. I have 
hugged more strangers than any time in my 
life.” 

Through the weekend and into Monday, 
the King holiday melded with the inau- 
guration ceremony, as people came to 
Washington to celebrate both. References 
to the civil rights struggles were sprinkled 
throughout. Obama spoke of how different 
life in America was for his father’s genera- 
tion and how it is for him today 

“This is the meaning of our liberty and 
our creed— why men and women and 
children of every race and every faith can 
join in celebration across this magnificent 
mall, and why a man whose father less than 
60 years ago might not have been served at a 
local restaurant can now stand before you to 
take a most sacred oath,” Obama said. “So 
let us mark this day with remembrance, of 
who we are and how far we have traveled.” 

Earlier in the speech, Obama underscored 
the importance of that journey: “Because 
we have tasted the bitter swill of civil war 
and segregation, and emerged from that 
dark chapter stronger and more united, we 
cannot help but believe that the old hatreds 
shall someday pass; that the lines of tribe 
shall soon dissolve; that as the world grows 
smaller, our common humanity shall reveal 
itself; and that America must play its role in 
ushering in a new era of peace.”

Repeat, errr repeat after me 

Chief Justice John Roberts stumbled slightly over the 
35-word constitutionally prescribed oath of office as 
he swore in President Obama on Tuesday, sending the 
new chief executive into a verbal detour of his own. 

The swearing in began simply enough as Roberts 
started reciting the oath Obama was to repeat, a few 
words at a time. 

“I Barack Hussein Obama,” began Roberts. 

“I Barack,” said Obama, and before he could 
continue, Roberts said, “do solemnly swear.” 

Obama: “I, Barack Hussein Obama, do solemnly 
swear” 

Roberts: “That I will execute the office of president 
to the United States faithfully ... 

Obama: “that I will execute ...” 

Roberts: “faithfully execute the office of president of 
the United States...” 

Obama: “The office of president of the United States 
faithfully...” 

At that point, Roberts got back on course. By tradition, 
the presidential oath is administered by the chief justice, 
and in Roberts’ case, it was his first inauguration. 

Later, while talking with Obama, Roberts appeared 
to take responsibility for the error.

WASHINGTON President Obama walked smiling out of the 
Capitol and into the winter sun to take his oath of office, stop- 
ping to embrace an icon of the civil rights movement, Rep. 
John Lewis, and another icon’s son. Rep. Jesse Jackson Jr. 

Jackson’s father. Rev Jesse Jackson, looked down from the 
west front of the Capitol to the people below, and he thought 
of Martin Luther King Jr.’s March on Washington. 

“The march was not this big,” Jackson said. “It is a level of 
unspeakable joy,” he said of Obama’s inauguration.

CHICAGO Forty grade schoolers from McClellan School at 
35th and Wallace Streets munched on Obama-themed cook- 
ies as they watched the inauguration in the United Scout Seat 
Lounge at US.

As he sang, more and more of the tightly packed passen- 
gers joined in. 

“Everybody kept leaning and were saying, ‘Can I lean on 
you?’ That’s what moved me,” said Stone, a coordinator of a 
fire academy in Tallahassee, Fla. 

Kennedy collapses 

WASHINGTON Sen. Edward M. Kennedy (D-Mass.), battling a 
brain tumor, became ill at a post-inauguration luncheon for 
Obama on Tuesday and was taken by ambulance to a hospital. 
As of Tuesday afternoon, it was not known what caused him 
to fall ill at the early afternoon lunch.

WASHINGTON The Secret Service’s biggest white-knuckle 
moment during Tuesday’s ceremonies: when the new presi- 
dent and Eirst Lady Michelle Obama exited their heavily 
fortified limousine and walked along stretches of the parade 
route to the White House.

Service officers fanned out around them. No security disrup- 
tions were reported, tribune, ap contributed.

The 
song was played at nearly every one of Obama’s 
rallies throughout the campaign. 

The president wore white tie, while Michelle 
shimmered in a white, one-shouldered, floor- 
length gown. It was embellished from top to 
bottom with white floral details and made by 
26 -year-old NewTbrk designer Jason Wu.

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Hudson suspect pleads not guilty 


William Balfour on 
Tuesday pleaded not 
guilty to charges that 
he murdered three of 
Jennifer Hudson’s fam- 
ily members last fall. 

Attorney Joshua 
Kutnick waived 
formal reading of the Balfour 
indictment against 
his client before Cook 

County Circuit Judge Lawrence Flood and 
entered the plea on his behalf 


Balfour, 27, was indicted last month for the 
Oct. 24 shootings of Hudson’s mother, Darnell 
Donerson, 57; brother, Jason, 29; and nephew, 
Julian King, 7. Investigators believe Balfour 
entered the family’s Englewood home that 
morning after quarreling with his estranged 
wife Julia Hudson, Jennifer Hudson’s sister, over 
his belief that she had a new boyfriend. 

Balfour is being held by the Illinois 
Department of Corrections for a parole 
violation. Last month, Kutnick asked for an 
order that Balfour be transferred to the Cook 
County Jail so he could have better access to 


his client. His request was put off at the time 
pending Balfour’s arraignment. 

On Tuesday, Kutnick did not renew that 
request with Flood, who was filling in for the 
judge that will hear the case. Cook County 
Circuit Judge Rosemary Laws. Outside court, 
he said he will ask Laws for the transfer at 
Balfour’s next court date Jan. 27. 

A publicist for Jennifer Hudson declined 
to comment Tuesday She was a finalist in 
the 2004 season of ‘American Idol” and won 
an Oscar in 2007 for her supporting role in 
“Dreamgirls.” 



Blagojevich 

fingerprinted 

On a day when President Obama 
raised his hand to take the oath of 
office. Gov Blagojevich was back at 
the federal courthouse putting his 
hand down for another set of fin- 
gerprints. 

The governor, charged with polit- 
ical corruption, was fingerprinted 
again because the quality of the 
first set of prints taken last month 
was not considered good enough, 
sources said. 

The fingerprinting inside the 
federal courthouse came on a 
Blagojevich visit to pretrial services 
that his attorneys characterized as 
routine. The governor’s attorneys 
noted that the governor is required 
to appear at the offices whenever 
directed. 

The appearance on the 15th floor 
of the Dirksen U.S. Courthouse 
came as Blagojevich failed to answer 
impeachment charges, meaning the 
Illinois Senate plans to enter a “not 
guilty” plea on his behalf 

Blagojevich attorney Sheldon 
Sorosky said the governor’s legal 
team filed no appearance or 
response to Tuesday’s 4 p.m. Senate 
deadline. 

It’s unclear, however, whether this 
means Blagojevich is simply going 
to refuse to engage in the impeach- 
ment process. The trial is scheduled 
to begin Monday in Springfield. 



What’s cooking in 
this economy? Pasta 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. As struggling consumers turn to 
casseroles, soup, pasta salad and good old maca- 
roni and cheese to stretch their food dollars, the 
nation’s pasta makers are returning to a rolling boil 
after many years overshadowed by the low-carbo- 
hydrate fad. 

Sales of pasta products in the U.S.— including 
frozen and refrigerated pasta, canned pasta, soup 
mixes and prepared dinners— rose 5 percent last 
year to $6.4 billion, according to Kansas City- 
based American Italian Pasta Co., the nation’s 
largest manufacturer of dry pasta. 


“It’s like a certain number of people rediscovered 
pasta,” said Peter Smith, chief executive of 
Harrisburg, Penn. -based New World Pasta, which 
makes such brands as Ronzoni, American Beauty 
and Creamette. 

In 2008, consumption of dry pasta hit its 
highest level since 2003, according to American 
Italian Pasta, which makes consumer brands such 
as Ronco, Mueller’s and Pennsylvania Dutch and 
supplies pasta for in-house grocery store brands 
and for manufacturers who use pasta in prepared 
dishes. 


More peanut 
butter pulled 

General Mills and grocers 
Kroger and Safeway have 
joined the growing list 
of food companies and 
retailers pulling items made 
with peanut butter amid a 
salmonella outbreak. The 
government has advised 
consumers to avoid eating 
foods containing peanut 
butter until health officials 
learn more about the 
contamination. 

Racine sex scandal 

The mayor of Racine, Wis., 
resigned Tuesday, days after 
being accused of trying to 
arrange a sexual encounter 
with someone he thought 
was an underage girl. Mayor 
Gary Becker resigned, 
effective 5 p.m. Tuesday, in 
a one-sentence letter that 
made no reference to the 
six felonies he faces. 

Engine search 
continues 

Crews searching the frigid, 
murky Hudson River for 
debris from US Airways Flight 
1549 have turned up shoes, 
hats and flotation devices, but 
the location of the missing 
left engine remains unknown. 
The Airbus A320 crash-landed 
in the Hudson on Thursday; 
155 people on board survived. 

California quakes 

Several small earthquakes 
have rattled the same area of 
Northern California in recent 
days. Seismologist Jessica 
Sigala of the U.S. Geological 
Survey says the four largest 
temblors struck late Monday 
and early Tuesday. They 
ranged from magnitude-3.5 
to magnitude-3.8; all were 
centered near the city of Tres 
Pinos, about 50 miles south of 
San Jose.

CHAMPAIGN If what happened Tuesday 
night means anything, a return to the 
national rankings didn’t put any pressure 
on Illinois. Quite the contrary 

“It was a nice adrenaline boost for our 
guys,” coach Bruce Weber said. 

Ohio State would agree. 

The mini surged to an early lead Tuesday 
night in a 67-49 victory over Ohio State 
before a crowd of 15,549 at Assembly Hall in 
an affirmation of their fresh No. 25 national 
ranking. 

And now, after a victory as a ranked team, 
the challenge grows as the Illini prepare 
for Saturday’s visit from another NCAA- 
contending Big Ten team, Wisconsin. 

“It’s easier to climb the mountains 
without expectations,” Weber said. 

Sophomore center Mike Tisdale led a 
balanced Illinois attack with 15 points. 
Demetri Me Carney added 13, Dominique 
Keller 12 and Chester Frazier 10 for the 
Illini (16-3, 4-2), who returned to the 
rankings this week after an absence of 34 
months. 

“We finally got ranked, where we wanted 
to be,” Tisdale said. “We tried to show we 
deserved to move up. Hopefully we’ll keep 
playing like that.” 

In holding the Buckeyes to their lowest 
point total of the season, the Illini also held 
Ohio State's leading scorer, sophomore 
forward Evan Turner (15.9 ppg), to a season- 
low four points. 

McCamey credited Frazier’s defense on 
Turner, Me Carney’s former teammate at St. 
Joseph. 

“Chester did a heckuva job,” he said. 
“{Turner] is probably one of the top small 
forwards in the country and he couldn’t 
get in rhythm. We also played good team 
defense.” 

The victory was key because the 
Buckeyes (13-4, 3-3), like the Illini, figure 
to be jockeying for NCAA position all 
season. 


While Tisdale scored ii points in the 
second half, Keller came off the bench to 
spark the Illini in the first half, scoring 10 
points. 

“I watched film with the coaches, and 
I could see where the cracks were in their 
zone defense,” Keller said. “It was exactly 
like I saw in the film. They didn’t really 


adjust to it until late first half” 

Ohio State coach Thad Matta wasn’t 
happy with several things, including a 
defense that allowed the Illini to shoot .474 
from the floor. 

“I don’t think we moved defensively at 
all,” Matta said. “We were late to everything, 
anticipated nothing.”

A Valentine’s Day gift 
spawns Passion Pit, 
one of 2009’s most 
hyped bands

Michael Angelakos just wanted to make a Valentine’s Day gift 
for his girlfriend. The next thing he knew, that gift became a 
highly buzzed electro-pop EP called “Chunk of Change,” which 
has led to a national tour and plans for a debut full-length from 
his Boston-based band. Passion Pit, on Columbia Records. 

“When it rains, it pours,” Angelakos says about the accelerat- 
ing attention. “But I don’t 
mind it. All of a sudden, I am 
relatively popular, at least in 
my eyes. It’s awesome.” 

Angelakos, 21, understands 
that now the pressure is on to 
live up to the hype, and he’s 
responded by taking little of it 
seriously After all, the “Chunk of Change” EP and its signature 
single, “Sleepyhead,” were born of sheer fun. Even Angelakos’ 
ear-piercing falsetto is a primal shriek that’s as fun as it is seri- 
ous. So the singer’s happy to stay strange under pressure, for the 
sake of a good time and a future in a transformed music biz. 


Considering your iast gift’s success, are you thinking of making 
Valentine’s Day presents for everyone now? 

Good point. It worked. My girlfriend needed this album, and she really 
liked it. No one else was really supposed to hear it. I had written songs 
for people, but never a whole album. It’s a lo-fi demo I did on my com- 
puter. No one mixed or mastered it. It was done in my bedroom. I had 
released it already myself {Indie label] Erenchkiss decided to put it out 
there, and the next thing you know, here we are. We were surprised at 
the reception, and people started taking it seriously ... With tech, any- 
one can do it now. The argument that it’s too easy is missing the point. 
When music is saturated, it makes it harder to stand out. It poses a dif- 
ferent challenge. 

It’s not always about the training. 

How many bands don’t know what the {bleep} they are doing? That’s 
why music school kids piss me off They know so much that they are 
ruined. The rest of the band went to Berklee {College of Music}; we 
all grew up with music, but I was the one that played in school. Even 
my dad said I couldn’t go to music school. I look back on that and say, 
“Thanks, Dad!”

Where does the band’s name come 
from? 

Well, it’s not from the {1985 Traci 
Lords} porno. I got it from a class 
on 20 th Century American fashion. 
Passion pit is a slang term for drive-in 
movie theaters, where everyone would 
just neck. It was a really funny name for 
my solo project, and I never thought it 
would be used. I wanted to be recog- 
nized more seriously I thought it was 
such a lame name. 

How high can your falsetto go? Can 
you break glass? 

I don’t know my top note, but the 
thing about that record is that I did the 
vocals in one take. I was like, “{Bleep} 
it.” It wasn’t exactly a very accurate 
performance. The whole point was to 
get that juvenile, childish screaming 
out. I wanted it to be euphoric, blissful 
and overwhelming. I never actually use 
my voice in that manner, but once it 
started working, it got cool. I’ve been 
playing in slowcore indie bands all my 
life using my mid-range. All of a sud- 
den, I started singing way higher than I 
could. My dad, who is a music teacher, 
couldn’t believe it. “What are you 
doing with your voice?” he’d always ask. 

Are you bringing it with you to the 
full-length? 

The way I bring it in is more sophis- 
ticated. It’s utilized more tastefully I 
explore it a bit more. 

Are you feeling the pressure? 

Totally Especially when I have 
Columbia breathing down my neck, 
saying, “We’re not going to impose any 
artistic boundaries, but this record 
better be really {bleeping} good!” No, 
everyone there is great. They let me 
do what I want to do, which I first 
thought was the craziest thing in the 
world. I thought major labels would be 
more restrictive, but our deal is amaz- 
ing. Plus, pressure puts my foot on the 
gas. I just write better when I am under 
pressure. 

I think the labels understand that the 
days of signing artists and running the 
show are almost over. 

I don’t understand why they did it. 
They just trusted us. Actually, our deal 
with Columbia was more indie than 
any deals we’ve had with actual indies. 
We were lucky, at the right time in the 
right place. We know how lucky we are.

“Lost” roars back to our screens "Wednesday with a killer opening that just kills 
me to not blab. 

The riveting two-hour Season 5 premiere doesn’t waste any time or dialogue 
dropping tons of clues for fans. Every answer, of course, opens another can of 
worms, stirring up even more questions. But within the first few minutes we learn 
that over the last eight months weVe been asking the wrong question: Where 
did the island go when Ben turned that crank deep in the Orchid station? Sawyer 
makes the correct query on Wednesday: “So when are we now?” 


I have no idea what the answer is— well I do, but Em probably wrong. It doesn’t 
matter, though. 

On Wednesday, “Lost” creators Damon Lindelof and Carlton Cuse kick off the

» DO YOUR HOMEWORK Print out the online dinner menu— this is 
especially helpful for fine dining BYOBs— and take it to your favor- 
ite retail store. They will assist you with selecting the perfect wines 
for dinner. 

» PRICE POINT Purchase wines at a slightly higher price point, and 
take advantage of enjoying them in a restaurant without the wine list 
markup, 

» EQUIPMENT Invest in a wine tote with an ice pack, and leave the 
plastic bag at home. Provide your own stemware because BYOB 
restaurants don’t always have the best— or, sometimes, enough wine 
glasses.
